The C.P.R: agreement providing for 
the entrance of the railway company 
into Edmonton by means of the nigh 
level } and for the construction 
of a traffic deck upon that bridge 
when ig tome of $586,000 is made 
through the city of Edmonton, is now 
teady for submission to the ratepay- 
ers, having been given its three read- 
ings at an adjourned meeting of the 
city council last night, The agree- 
ment will be at once advertised, and 
voted upon by the ratepayers on 
Thursday, November 18th. » 

It has been decided however to di- 
vide the agreement into two parts 
and the by-law for the money, what- 
ever the sum may be, which will have 
to be provided, will b» kept in abey- 
ance until after the question of the 
entrance and the traffic section ..438 
been decided upon by the burgesses. 
The reason given for this ocurse is that 
in the meantime the Dominion rar- 
liament and the Provincial Legisla- 
ture will meet and the portion to be 
assumed by each government will be 
definitely ascertained. 

It is therefore improbable that the 
exact cost of the traffic feature of the 
bridge wil] be known when it is sub- 
mitted to the citizens for their ap- 
preva or rejection. If it.is approved, 
1owever, the city is virtually commit- 
ted ‘to the support of the money by- 
law to provide for its cost. 

inal Details Arranged. 

At a meeting yesterday afternoon 
between the council committee who 
have been dealing with the question, 


and F. W, Peters and A. 8. Bond of 
the C.P.R., the final details were 
threshed out and agreed upon. The 


city will have the complete bridge 
without the elimination of one line of 
street car track and one of the pe- 
destrian walks. The C.P.R. will not 
agree to a clause in the agreement 
providing that the city shall receive 
a proportionate benetit should the 
bridge cost less than estimated. Mr. 
Peters claims that it is most impro- 
bable that the bridge can be con- 
structed for less than the estimate 
which was prepared by one of the 
most competent bridge experts in 
America, 

The method of financing of the cost 
of $586,000 for which Edmonton as- 
sumes the responsibility will be de- 


_ eided in the next few months. 


Providing for the Cost. ’ 

Strathcona’s proposal is to give 
$40,000 upon condition that a five 
cent fare is guaranteed between the 
two cities at the completion of the 
bridge. The alternative is to give 
$30,000 without conditions, and it is 
probable that the latter offer will pe 
accepted. 

it is assumed by the Edmonton 
authorities that the Dominion govern- 
ment will give the full 15 per cent of 
the cost of the railway portion which 
means a grant of $120,000. lt has 
been stated by one close to the Pro- 
vincial government snat the Domin- 
ion and Provincial government grants 
together will reach ® total of $300,000, 
thus leaving the burden on the city 
of Edmonton $256,000 which is ihe 
mizimum amount that this city will 
be asked to assume. In addition to 
this of course there are the damages 
arising from closing of streets, build- 
ing of Jsaper Avenue subwsy and 
overhead bridges which sul cannot 
be expressed in figures but for which 
the city will be liable under the agree- 
ment. 

Money Before February Ist. 

The agreement has a clause pro- 
viding that the corporation shall have 
paid or assured to the C.P.R. the sum 
of $686,000 before the first day of 
February next. The railway com- 
pany stipulate that they will com- 
mence work on the construction of 
the bridge within three months after 
the confirmation and ratification by 
the Jegislature, provided the said 
bridge shall be duly approved and 
authorized by the Governor<ieneral 
in council and the board of railway 
commissioners for Canada, and shail 
complete the said bridge with all 
reasonable dispatch. 

The Question of Damages. 

It has been understood in the past 
that the assuming by the city of land 
damages for entrance was dependent 
upon the construction of the trattic 
feature of the bridge. Such, however 
is not the case and even if the money 
by-law for the traffic feature is defeat 
edAhe C.P.R. will proceed with their 
entrance by their on railay bridge 
and the city pays the cost of dam- 
ages in return for subway and over- 
head bridges. Agreement to be sub- 
mitted on November 18th is > en- 
dorsed.

WINNIPEG GARRISON INCREASE

able increase of the permanent gar 
rison stationed at the Fort Osborne 
barracks in Winnipeg. Arrange- 
ments are said to be on foot for the 
raising of another squadron of 
cavalry, and communications have 
been received from the east concern:

It has been realized for 
past that the present garrison is al- 
together too small for training and 
manoeuvring purposes and that the 
barracks are inadequate for the ac- 
commodation of & much larger per- 
manent force. Many new infantry 
regiments haye lately been organized 
in Fort William, Kenora, egina, 
Brandon, etc., and it is thought 
that some transfer may be made to 
Winnipeg, so that two purposes may 
be subserved, namely, the provision 
of headquarters for an eastern corps 
and the provision of training material 
for the permanent force in Winnipeg.

Sir Chas. Rivers-Wilson, Retiring 
President, Scouts Idea of Cana- 
dian Advisory Board, 


Canadian Associated Press, 

London, October 21.—Sir Charles 
Rivera-Wilson presided at the half- 
yearly meeting of the Grand Trunk 
shareholders today and said that to 
some extent the depression of 1908 
had extended over to 1909. He ex- 
pressed regret that tehre was no im- 
provement and trusted, in conclu: 
sion, that the coming half year 
would prove more Satisfactory to the 
shareholders. Sir Charles express- 
ed himself as most favorably im- 
pressed during his recent visit to 
Canaca and spoke highl yoi the con- 
struction of the rtion of the G.T. 
P. already completed. Nothing yet 
written describes adequately, he said, 
the advantages of Prince Rupert aa 
a terminus for the road, and the 
next decade would seeit a great city. 

Referring to the scarcity of labor 
for building the G.T.P., he said he 
had endeavored to impress Premier 
MeBride ,of British Oolumbia, with 
the necessity for the employment of 
Asiatic labor, but confessed he had 
failed to make any impression, On 
that point he was convinced no gov- 
ernment could be brought to see the 
necessity of the introduction of 
Asiatic labor. Sir Charles saw no 
English navvies, but thought that 
the building of the G.T.P. was their 
opportunity. He suggested that the 
Canadian and British’ governmenta 
should take up the question of sup- 
plying labor. 

Canadian Board Absurd. 

Referring tc the proposed Canadian 
advisory board, Sir Charles said such 
a thing should not be thought of.” 
“Think you,” he asked, “that C, M. 
Hays, the genera! manager, would 
submit to having two subordinates 
dictute to him in the financial man- 
agement? The Grand Trunk must 
remain in London,” 

Referring to the change in the 
directorate, he said there would be 
no change in responsibility or power 
of the executive officers 
On Sir Charles retiring, Vice-Pre- 
sident Smithers took the chair, call- 
ing on Director Cluttonbrock to read 
the resolution giving Sir Charles 
fifteen hundred pounds yearly as a 
retiring pension. Referring to his 
own retirement, he said that he could 
congratulate himseli that the G.T.R., 
both as regards business credit and 
future, was on a far higher lever and 
a firmer basis than in 1895... His re- 
gret at parting would be softened if 
he might hope to be remembered as 
one taking hold in 189% of the re- 
generation of the company,

Traffic Manager Shaw Says There is 
no Telling What May Happen When 
All Farmers Want te Move Their 
Grain at the Same Time—30 Per 
Cent of Grain From C. N. R. Points. 


According to the statement made to 
the Bulletin yesterday by Geo, P. 
Shaw, traffic manager of the C. N. R., 
the Canadian Northern is handling a 
large proportion of the grain which is 
finding its way to the lake ports this 
fall. 

“Of the grain inspected at Winni- 
peg,” said Mr. Shaw, “thirty per cent, 
has been shipped over the C. N. R 
This has ‘been in competition with 
three other railways, the G. T. P., C. 
P. R. and Great Northern, all of 
which have been pouring grain into 
Winnipeg. At present the C. N. BR 
is having no difficulty in supplying 
cars where required, but as only a 
small portion of the grain crop has 
been shipped as yet, there is no say- 
ing what the situation may be, es- 
pecially in Alberta, when all the grain 
growers want to ship at once, It is 
quite an undertaking to handle all 
the grain that the west is offering thts 
year.”

21—The Spanish cabi- 
net resigned today as a result of the 
Ferrer crisis and King Alfonso im- 
medigtely accepted the resignations, 
This‘action followed a long confer- 
ence between Permier Maura and the 
king in which the agitation result.

The retirement of the ministry ‘s 
a victory for the Republicans and the 
other factions of the opposition. «he 
change comes at a critical moment 
when Spain, involved in unpopular 
Moroccan war, is exerting every ener. 
gy to hold in check her own people, 
excited by the Ferrer execution and 
to overcome the anger which has 
Swept all Europe as a result of the 
Barcelona professor's death. 

¢ Demonstrations of Joy, 

The news that Premier Maura, 
whose attitude has been for the 
strictest military punishment of Fer- 
rer’s friends, has surrendered under 
the attacks of the population and the 
anger of the king, was received in 
Madrid with demonstrations of joy. 
It was allowed by the authorities 
that a policy of repression at 
time would result in excess. Every 
Precaution was taken, however, to 
prevent the manifestations from 
ing beyond the bounds of exultation. 
No intimation of who will succeed 
Premier Maura has been géven out 
Moret, the Republican leader, is, how- 
ever, the man of the hour. He de- 
manded the resignation of Premier 
Maura and went so far as to outline 
in ‘he Cortes what his policy woutd 
be were he to lead the new cabinet, 
He promised sweeping social reforms 
The most prominent of other possi- 
ble premiers is Senor Axvcarraga, 
whose name has been much mention- 
ed in the last few anys.
